THE BLACK LIVES MATTER CODE PART 2 


This could be the most important piece of paper you will ever hold in your life. Print it out and give it to your friends or 
email them a copy. 


I have made a code that you can use to hide the meaning of emails, text messages, and hand written notes you pass to your 
friends. It is the easiest to learn and use of any code I have come up with. 


First, you need to decide on a keyword to share between you and your friend. You can use any word you want, but letters can 
be used only one time. The keyword we will use here is “ferguson xyz”. Then you add the rest of the letters in the alphabet 
in normal order: 


FERGU 
SONXY 
ZABCD 
HIJKL 
MPQTV 
W 


If you read the letters from top to bottom, they look like this: 


FSZHMWEOAIPFNBJQGXCKTUYDLYV 


Letters normally go in this this order: 


abcde fgh Ijk ím nopqar s t u v wX yaz 
01 02 03 04 05 06 07 08 09 10 11 12 13 14 15 16 17 18 19 20 21 22 23 24 25 26 


The letters we have mixed up using the keyword follow this order: 


06 19 26 08 13 23 05 15 01 09 16 18 14 02 10 17 07 24 03 11 20 21 25 04 12 22 


To put a message into code, you take each letter of the message and count the number of letters to the right by each number 
in the string of mixed numbers. The first letter of your message is counted off by 3, the second by 20, the third by 25, and so 
on. Ifyou reach the end of the alphabet, you just continue at the beginning of the alphabet. If your message is longer than 26 
letters, you can use the string of numbers again as many times as you need. 


Here is an example of a message that will be coded using this method: 


MEET ME BY THE MOVIE THEATER TONIGHT AT TEN 


The first letter, M, is counted six letters to the right; the second letter, E, is counted nineteen letters to the right, the third 
twenty six, and so on, going by the string of numbers above. 


MEETMEBYTHEMOVIETHEATERTONIGHTATTEN 
SWECZBGNUQUECXSVAFHLNYQYAJOZHBNPYTO 


The coded message you would send to your friend would be: 
SECZB GNUQU ECXSV AFHLN YQYAJ OZHBN PYTO 
To decode the message, use the keyword you and your friend have agreed on to create the same string of numbers the same 
way. Take each letter of the coded message and count the number of letters to the left instead of to the right. This gives you 


your original message. 


If someone gets a hold of a copy of your message, they can’t read it if they don’t know the keyword.
